Dr. John Roberts Phillips requested me to give you 
a few pointers on the early history of the Texas Tuberculosis 
Association and the remarkable work done by Dr. Elva A. Wright 
in its incipiency, and throughout the years. 

The association was organized by 60 delegates from 
Texas on the train en route to the International Congress on 
Tuberculosis in Washington in September, 1908. I was elected 
President and Dr. Louis Bibb, Secretary. For two years, we made 
an earnest effort to sell the Christmas seals from the State Health 
office in Austin, which was not very lucrative until local associa- 
tions were organized. 

Dr. Wright organized the Harris County Association 
November 11, 1911, one of the first in the State to handle the 
Seal sales, and her appeal to the press and the public was so suc- 
cessful that she has held the office of President ever since. 

She was elected President Emeritus of the State 
Tuberculosis Association at the Houston meeting in 19^6 because of 
her outstanding work, not only in the Christmas Seal sales, but of 
having established an X-Ray mobile micro-film unit under Dr. R. Alec 
Brown's direction, with a corps of nurses with adequate training in 
tuberculosis, which resulted in examining over 100,000 individuals 
in the past three years. In one industry 3,000 persons being examined 
in three days. At Jeff Davis Hospital, 6,000 chests were X-Rayed with 
the 14 x 17 film, at the association's request, and reports made to 
some 235 doctors for further study. 

Mr. Johnson, I hope you can also give us something 
definite about the two million dollar tuberculosis hospital that our 
Mayor told me recently of being in the offing.
